Many of us make movies by 
simply taking random shots 
here and there . . . Johnny on 
his bike, Susie dressed up in her 
Sunday best, Dad mowing the 
lawn and other shots that are 
somewhat unrelated. Of course, 
you have had lots of fun taking 
these movies and showing them to 
friends. But movie making can 
be even more fun and more 
interesting. The secret is in 
getting your movies to tell a story. 

In this booklet we show several 
ways in which such stories can 
be told. Plan a series of events 
and record them in the order in 
which they happen. If, for 
instance, you are going on a 
picnic trip, show the highlights of 
that trip from the time you start 







until you return. In this way you 
will really relive the day from 
beginning to end when you 
project it on the screen. 

Try also to “mix” your shots by 
aking close-ups as well as long 
hots. Once you see the results, 
you’ll get a new sense of pride 
and achievement in your movies. 

To help you plan your sequences, 
and later to identify them, we 
have provided pages which allow 
you to record your pictures. 

You then have a permanent 
record of the movies you made, 
where you made them and the 
length of each scene you took. 
This will prove helpful in many 
ways, especially when you 
splice rolls together.
